II. Prehistoric Egypt 


i fc'alaeonthic in UtL L Nil? Valley 

Many rHotsAMB of years before the dawn oi 
recorded h istory, at a time coiresponding rough¬ 
ly iu die Mmdel Riss interglacial period in west¬ 
ern Eutope. burners of the Piskeuiiihii: or Old 
Stone, Age. made their appearance on the banks 
nf the N3!c% Tracking the herds of wild glint 
across the then grassy and well-watered plains oi 
northeast Africa, these men followed the lateral 
tributaries of the Nile to the gi£at river iutU and 
ramped either on dir edge of the plateau over¬ 
looking the Nile gorge ur on the marginal ter- 
races which the river u;ls then in the process of 
forming within its ancient valley. Today we find 
emb edded in the gravels of these terraces nr scat¬ 
tered over the present high desert iMljcumqg ihc 
valley on both sides the crude stone implement* 
r>f these early hunters. 

During die Lower, or early. Palaeolithic: 
phases of man's development the types of implc- 
ctmnts left on Lbe Nile terraces ami on she ad¬ 
joining dtsett sutfacci are die ume as those 
prevalent no? only throughout ihe whole of 
North Africa but also throughout most of west- 
mi Europe The implied expansion of the same 
udmnd group along both shales of the MedL 
terrain:an Sea was probably accomplished by way 
of Gibraltar, where the narrow -trail would have 
preferred no insurmountable obstacle to their 
passage back and forth between the two con- 
imcnrv

quent developments, it would be unfair to con¬ 
demn the Nilc-ilwdJei ol dm period as stolid 
mid unimaginative on the basts of die very scanty 
evidence now available.

4 s in .ill subset] item periods 
at ancient Egyptian prehistory and history* the 
burial prarlirrs f»F thf Tasian people point 
dearly to their belief in a life after death, a Life 
which they evidently regarded as similar rn most 
rt-spcLi* |o tlirir everyday existence ou earth 
III < outran to the eailiei Neolithic peoples, 
aniong whom the more primitive practice of 
house burial prevailed, the Tasian buried hh 
dead in cemeteries along the edge of the <ttfen h 
some distance away from his habitations: The 
grave was an oval licjtc a few Feet deep, in wJiidi 
the body, covered with skins, molting, or cloth 
and occasionally with a feather pillow under the 
head.

In contrast to rhe isolated African riser valley 
which is Upper Egypt the Delta ol lire Nile has 
always been one of the crossroad* of the eastern 
Mediterranean World. Here the Libyans of the 
west met and cxcfianged ideas whh the island 
peoples of Cyprus. Rhodes, and Crete, with the 
RedawTn of Siir-ii, with ihe Seivijtic nairons r>l 
mar-bv Palestine, SvnJ, and Transjortbnia, and 
wilii jeprcwnlaiivts of tlir grear civil 12anon* 
which were growing np in the lower valleys and 
della of the Tigris ajsd Euphrates 

The effect* of the northern Egyptian's tl(xw 
and frequent romaas wiih h>s more inventive 
and hence more progressive neighbor* m the 
north andean are already discern ihle in the Nc*> 
liihsc cultures ol the western Delta and ihe Fay- 
vuni. The continuation and Imefivificatinn ol 
these limtiLti caused him to evolve in PmJv- 
nascic timers a civilization which not only differed 
widely from that-if Uppct Egypt hut, Ivom lioth 
ihe practical and artistic points ul view, was 
greatly in advance of the nuih or lesi ennu-mpu 
1 ary southern culture.

For Iurther clarity modern writers have 
grouped M.meiluVs dynasties into broader peri 
ods or phases in the historv of the land; die 
Early Dyn&uk period (Dynasties 1 ami 11 ). tin 
Old Kingdom (Dynasties 111 — Vi), the Middle 
Kingdom (Dynasties XI and XI It, ihe \ r cw King¬ 
dom (Dyn-iitiv!" XV 1 II-XX>, ami the Lair Dv 
rtastii- period (Dynasties XXI— XXX) 

The intervals of anarchy, civil war. foreign 
invasion, and general political and cultural div 
Tupiion which separnti the Old and Middle 
Kingdom* arid the Middle and New Kingdom* 
have Ih*cii somewhat arbitrarily termed the "in 
tern i t-dfate periods": the First Intermediate 
period [Dynasties VII—X) and the Second lutcr- 
mediatc period (Dynastic* XIII—XV Jl). 

During the Late Dynastic period Egypt felt

Care has 
been tittn to reproduce the details of iht lady’s 
headdress Tin- body under the long robe has 
beeti rendered with as nuidi accuracy as the 
sculptor could—or cared to—summon up. On the 
other hand, there is tiO attempt at facial expres¬ 
sion. no chore to portray emotion, and no sug¬ 
gestion or movement; in short, no interest in any 
m omen tan phase of the subject's ap[x_-araiice. 
The figure has in it an air of eternity, which is 
precisely ivhat the Egyptian artist and his patron 
desired. As out study progresses wc shall heroine 
more and more familiar with the rigid frontal 
pose seen here: the gaze directed straight ahead, 
the amis glued to the sides, tilt- hands on the 
knees, tire legs close together, and the Icct ex¬ 
actly parallel: we shall also cotuc to recognize 
and accept the often anatomically incorrect, bui 
to the Egyptian always satisfactory, conventions 
for TCprescn ting the hair, eyes, hands, and other 
physical leatures of his fellow men. 

Tire little ivory and laicnrc ^figures of this 
period in die Museum’* collection are from die 
cenotaphs of the kings of the tint Dynasty and 
the very ancient temple ol Osiris ai Ahydos. In 
the simple hut dell and sophisticated modeling 
ot the ivory statuette ol a fat man (fig. 3*) we see 
the hand of the sculptor reproducing accurately 
what his eyes saw-01, rather, what Iris mental 
vision remembered; hit it wa* rarely that the 
Egyptian artist worked directly from a posed 
model. The same naturalism, plus a sui prising 
wealth of detail, appears is* the attractive little 
ivory statuette o! a woman with her left arm across

self lived, and ir is on the tomb-* and temples uf 
die Nile Valley, rather than oti die contemporary 
dwellings, that oar knowledge of dynastic Egyp¬ 
tian architect ure chiefly depends. 

Little L known qf dir earliest Egyptian tern 
pky No remains of a building of prehistoric dnte 
which tan be identified a* die shrine of a god 
have yei lieeu found, and die iraces of Early Dy - 
tissue tempi cs so far brought to light are arthi- 
imnially inconclusive- We are dependent for 
nnr present knowledge of such buddings on later 
represmitji ions of them. Some of the more rom- 
tuon and traditional types survive as hieroglyph* 
in the written language {P. jjft, T r cir..).

It mol be a^limed—admittedly on very slighl 
material evidence—rhai Early Dynastic temples 
weft- already fairly Urge structures built of brick, 
roofed with uou! wooden beams, and fitted with 
trim and doors of cedar and other imported 
woods. Annals of the irign of King Khs^sct 
heimvy rd the Second Dynasty record the build- 
ing of a slone temple, and granite door jambs of ,1 
temple erected by thia. king az Hierakonpoli* 
have survived to the present day.

t Religion I 


Our kxow LF.OCF of die Egyptian religion stems 
from a variety of souices, both arcliaeologital 
and literary. Aiming tile former .ire U> be in- 
dudtd statins and representations of I he gods in 
wall paintings and relit:! sculpture of dynastic 
dan buildings md toiniomnl objectcmployed 
in their cnhs t representations ol mch sinitiu re* 
iml objects, and die tcrueroits and catacombs 
i.i the sacred anmi^h, The literary material con 
lists largely o( hymns and litanies to the gotIs 
md antitiiL ijivths, i imals. and religious dramas 
presented in dyruitjc imtib and temple in scrip- 
tions and papyri and in the writings of the 
Greeks and Romans.

They were, 
almost without except ion, nature gods, and their 
spirits were believed by thetr realising literal- 
minded worshipers 10 reside and to manifest 
dieniudves in certain natural forms: for tbe 
most part, animals, buds, fishes, reptiles. trees. 
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aj plants local io or tspednUy prevalent m the 
dinririi in which they were s cueled- The ani* 
nuil or bird selected as the visible and tangible 
manifestation <il ibe gotl could be either a 
friendly and uselul creature, such as the cow, 
the ram, die dug, or the cat, or a savage and awe- 
inspiring beast, null a* the lion, the hippopot¬ 
amus. the crocodile, or the cobra, which re- 
ijutred prop i nation be lore its strength, ferocity, 
or cunning could be turned hum man's peril to 
his advantage. -Since die god was it form of tutuf 
as well as a "free energy of everlasting duration.' 
lie was of necessity bound to recurring natural 
phenomena: the fcrtiliraticui of the land by the 
river, the growth and fading of crops, the change 
from light to darkness. Thru his life often took 
the form of a cycle recurring each year, and Lih 
birth, his growth, his struggles; his triumph-.. hb 
death, and ImrcbiiLh were observed by his loyal 
worshipers with appropriate annual f«Uv:iU.

Double* of the 
divine spirit, however, also resided in the cult 
SMltUa. which each day brought forth iTOm 
i heir shrines, bathed anointed, rbulled, pre¬ 
sented with food offerings. and, on festival days, 
carried abroad ill gals profession. As each rite 
in ihc daily service was performed the lector 
priest ( £ [ J ^) read 01 ,lu? tnagieal 

jiiuid deigned io accompany and explain the 
act and to ttaiufnrm its symbolism into actu¬ 
ality. 

In return tor these services the god was ex¬ 
pected to function as the universal benefactor 
ol the people of Im own community, «> bring 
them high Niles, make fertile (heir herds and 
their crops, lead them in war. discomfit their 
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enemies, ward off plague and Limine, and pro¬ 
vide lor their well-being and protection in ail 
possible ways.

Thu statues in the Museum's collection pro¬ 
vide us with an opportunity to study Old King¬ 
dom costume in three dii nens i mud icprescnta- 
lioii and thereby to dear up some of the puziles 
presented by the reliefs and drawings. 

Men and women alike cropped their W» 
spars* wavy hair dose to their heads, lig. flj) and, 
when appearing in juihli* ami nit formal os'Ca 
vioiis. wore wig* made up of numerous fine tresw' 
or biaids of human huh, Two types of wig, af¬ 
ter led bv iiotli men amt women, were par lieu*

Broad collars l®)* necklaces. bracelets, and 
anklets of stone or faience beads and other 111.11 e- 
rials were worn by men and women alike 
84 k iijj Lomieur.s—capedallv the black and 
green eye cosine tier-were freely used by both 
sexes. 

Sandals Were probably worn only on formal 
uccasiom; for *he ancient Egyptian, like his mod 
ern descendant, found it easier and more com¬ 
fortable to go barefooted. The sandal itself was 
no mure than ,1 stile of leather or woven basketrv 
fitted with an extremely simple system of hind 
Log strap* (see p. 540).

These jars, of simple but til*- 
rintiive shape, Mere usually provided in sen of 
four; They have come iq be known in modern 
times as , 'c3nopic' r jar* because they were asso- 
ciiiied in the minds of early AUidiim of Egypt 
with the Greek hero Kanopos, who is said to have 
been worshiped, in the Della town named after 
him, in 1 hr form of a Jar, The limestone Canopic 
jars of the ChatnhiTJaiii Pery-neh (fig, 71), found

2. MnnlM.tN.tpe n and the Supremacy of Thebes 

Ji was during the long and glorious reign of the 
Homs Xetei y.PIpd]et r King Muolu-liotpc if, ih.ii 
Thebes at last canu- into her own as the home of 
the rulers of Egypt, Driving with relentless force 
against the dcdming power ol die pharaohs of 
die north, the Tln-hans crushed the loyal lift- 
m a rein of Asyiit, won over the princes of Her- 
mopoiis. and. More a decade had pawil, found 
themselves tinder the walls of Hcrakleojwliv it- 
sell. About $o§x w.c,. the ninth year of die reign 
of Mmmidioq>e II. rhe city lei l to j settee ol 
assaults, in which the victors appear to have lost 
otdy sixty men (see also pp. itbj, abo, 377). and 
ihe descendants of (he nom.irctis ol Thebes bo 
cante the ruling dynasty ol die whole of Egypt. 
Desultory lighting seems to have continued in 
the nonh for sonic years, but the power ol the 
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Heraldeopoliians wa* broken and the Middle 
Kingdom truly launched.

According 10 our srajidards, the homes of ihc 
Middle Kingdom were sparse! 1 furnished. Peo¬ 
ple of all i law* were n^rd to reclining, mi nig, 
or $quanrngon ihe ground, ami articles of furni¬ 
ture like beds, chairs, and even stools were re¬ 
garded. as htvuriev father rlian necessities. Beds 
especially were rare, and it is probable that the 
average Egyptian slept on the floor of his room* 
either on »< mat or on a pile ol folded linen 
sheets (%* 164). 

A headrest, on lh£ other hand, was considered 
Cwcntial Til a gum! night** sleep, and almosi every 
Egyptian, living or dead, seems to have possessed 
one. Except lor 4 funerary model in alabaster 
from the lombnf she .Siewatil Soneb, of Mfr> the 
twenty-three *headre*is of the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Dynasties in Lite Museum's enlletticm 
ire of wood, and most ait of the tulumtui 
type ( X ) already encountered in thr Old King 
dam.

The tomb reliefs of the Old Kingdom frtve al¬ 
ready given vis picturesque glimpse* of life on the 
great Imtis of anrient Egypt. Wc have seem the 
wealthy landowner touring his Fields* inspecting 
his vast herds, and witnessing' thr liai ve&Ling and 
threshiiig of his grain: we have watched his 
fowler* topping birds in the marshes, has hunt* 
men toursing game t>n 1he desert hUU. and 1th 
du ps 1 ruismg the broad water* of the Nile. Now, 
in the painted wooden tomb models of the 
Middle Kingdom, we may gain more intimate 
views of tile great man's (louse and garden, dir 
stables* storehouses, kitchen*, and shops o f hi* 
estate—all £ilcd with life servant* mid a rafisiucrw 
bus* at their manifold tasks—and, boarding hi* 
Nile boats, wc may inspect in detail their hulk* 
their equipment, and their crew*.

During the Old and Middle kingdoms ihr 
form of the stone sarcophagus was usually de¬ 
rived, more or less directly* From ihfll of its pro 
totyjx-, thi- rectangular outer coffin of wood.

Ls oil light of the discoveries o£ recent years 
the aid conception al the ceniftry *riiicli In 
lowed fhc end of the J wcJfrli Dynast) as nil era 
ol po I idea I diaus and cultural collapse has had 
to lie extensively revised From their number, 
ihe brevity ol iheir reigns, and ihe evidently ln^ 
i|iiL’ihi mtenruptions in the dyrtairic succession it 
is clear ihat the kings of die 1 hiricenth Dynasty 
were neither as strong nor as w ise as iheir prede- 
ttrssoifi o! the Twelfth Dynasty, Moreover, it is 
certain)? true that the instability of die royal 
succession had a detrimental edeet on the pros¬ 
perity of the country and on rite standards de¬ 
manded ul and maintained by its artists and 
craftsmen. On the other hand, it is evident that, 
barring intrigues within the [>al;ne, the power 
of a singly cenixnl government continued to be 
respected throughout most oi Egypt itself, royal 
building activities and olfoci public enterprises 
were carried on in both the north ant! the south, 
and, until lait in die eighteenth century 
Egyptian prestige in Palestine and Syria re¬ 
mained largely unshaken. 

Like their predecessors of the Twelfth Dynasty 
tn sM of the members of die new royal haum ap 
pear to have been Thebans, related jierhaps by 
blood or bv marriage to the rulers whom thev
